Mayor and Council Are 
Asked by Police Board 
Not to Abolish the De- 
*ective Department. 


The greatest shakeup in the his- 
tory of the detective department 
came last’ night when eignt of its 
members, hea@ed by Lieutenant R. 
lL. Waggoner, were transferred to 
the uniformed force, and the chief 
of the police department was 
given authority to put in plain 
clothes as Many Meén as he pleased, 
who are now doing patrol duty in 
the residential sections. 

“Included in the list of men who 
will be returned to the uniformed 
ranks are four who were charged 
in the majority report of the spe- 
cial councilmanic bunco committee 
with incompetency—Lieutenant R. 
L. Waggoner, E. L. Arthur, R. E. 
Whatley and O, R. Jones. The other 
four men transferred were not 
mentioned in tne report. They are: 
W. F. Harper, L.A D. Cody, J. O. 
—. and <. FE. Ford. 

The action was taken following 
@ report of a special investigating 
committee of the board, which met 
in the .-afternoon, and prepared, 
eight recommendations tor the good 
of the department, all of which 
were adopted. 

Try to Save Department. 

Chief among those récommenda- 
tions was one addressed to the 
mayor and council asking that the 
proposed Plan to abolish the detec- 
tive department be abandoned. 

In addition te this recommenda- 
tian, which was passed, others 
adopted follow: 

That a sergeant be plactd in 
charge of traffic patrolmen, and 
have their selection in his own 
hands, although at all times he will 
be under the supervision of the 
chief of police. 

That detectives be furnished with 
free car tickets, and not have to 
pay, as they do at present, from 
their own pockets, and collect from 
the department later. 

That patrolmen fn residential sec- 
titis be allowed to wear plain 
clothes, at the discretion of the 
chief, during the evening and morn- 
ing watches. 

That municipal cars ™M the serv- 
fice of the police and detective de- 
partments be unmarked. All city 
cars are now marked “City of At- 
lanta.”’ : 

That a private branch telephone 
exchange be established for the de- 
tective department. 

Abolish Day Lieutenant. 

Another recommendation, which 
Was adopted, called for the abol- 
ishment of the office of day lieu- 
tenant of the detective department, 
a position hela by. T. D. Shaw, who 
is now under suspension, following 
his indictment by the grand jury as 
the result of the bunco probe. 

As for Lieutenant Waggoner, he 

Was taken off regular duty as lieu- 
tenant of the detective force several 
days ago and put in charge of a 
special squad of plain-clothes men 
who have been working at night in 
aneffort to round up burglars and 
hor peddlers. 
’ here was strong opposition to 
the plan to transfer the eight detec- 
tives. Commissioner Barrett asked, 
“Why reduce Moseley and Cody, 
whom I know are as good as any 
detectives in the department? Look 
at their records and 6ée if they will 
not compare with those of any other 
member of the department.” 

Commissioner Stradley contended 
that such a resolution was interfer- 
ing with the authority of the heads 
ot@ire departments. “Do we know 
MioPe about the ability of individual 
detectives than their own bosses?” 
he inquired. “I don't believe we 
are as well qualified to deal with 
the qualities of individual detec- 
tives as are the chiefs. I think it 
fit that we should let the chiefs 
handle this matter.” 

Matte? in Settled. 
*fCommissioner McClelland, how- 
fever, ended the discussion by de- 
claring that the special committee 
had conferred with the heads of the 
departments in making its ‘choice 
of the men to be transferred. “They 
will not be reduced,” he _ stated,

Sutton Tuesday afternoon after 
viewing the reports from principals, 
showing the manner in which the 
attendance is already mounting 
above that of last year. “Eight 
years ago there were 20,000 pupils 
in the Atlanta schools and at the 
present time there are more than 
34,000 with 36,000 inevitable by 
Christmas. During the eight years

Powers, the fire- 
man, who is just out of the hospital, 
testified he saw the flash of the 
explosion underneath the front truck 
of the train.

Dr, W. CC. Dumas, former state 
chemist, testified he made an exam- 
ination of bits of earth he found 
at the scene of the explosion and 
his analysis showed that the ex- 
plosion was caused by chlorate of 
potassium and sugar fired by a dy- 
nannrite detonator. Dr. Dumas 
testified he found a piece of cop- 
per wire and specimens of paraffin 
paper and tin foil in alternate lay- 
ers and other evidence to show that

According to Senator Penrosge, 
committee chairman, the bil] will 
be completed by Friday, giving spe- 
clalists an opportunity to prepare 
it for presentation to the senate. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mellon, 
meantime, has been asked for spe- 
cific information on economies. so 
the expected yield may be made 
to agree with expenditures. At 
present, the bill is being designed 
to bring in $3,209.000,000, a figure 
somewhat under that contemplated 
by the house.

Dr. Dumas Testifies. 

One of the features of the tes- 
timony produced by the railroad 
was the statement of Dr. Dumas, 
who declared the explosion was that 
of a mixture of chlorate of potas- 
sium with sugar fired by a dyna- 
mite detonator. He said he visited 
the scene of the wreck Thursday 
and found a 
which he said was made by the 
discharge of a high explosive. Aft- 
er examining the hole he took from 
it parcels of earth from twenty- 
five different places. These he ex- 
amined in his laboratory, making 
an analysis of the contents of the 
parcels of earth, 

In the hole which was about three 
feet in diameter and about 
eighteen inches deep he said he 
found fragments and splinters of 
ecrossties and other debris. Jn his 
analyses of the debris he said he 
found. evidence of the presence of 
chloride, potash and burnt sugar. 
This combination produces a dead- 
ly explosive, which, however, is not 
used for commercial purposes, he 
testified. Microscopic examinations 
were made by Dr. Dumas, whieh 
showed beyond question, he tearti- 
fied, that a high explosive caused 
the wreck. 

At the request of Attorney Ar- 
nold, Dr. Dumas gave a detailed 
statement of the manner-in which 
the chemicals he described could 
produce an explosive of high pow- 
er and gave various details of the 
evidence which caused him to form 
the ovinion that the wreck beyond 
any doubt was caused by an ex- 
plosion. 


Heard an Explosion. 


Conductor W. M. Ross, who was 
in charge of the wrecked train, 
testified he heard an explosion and 
that its shock was distinctly felt 
in the caboose, where he was at 
the time. He said he thought the 
train was being robbed and dis- 
charged his shotgun to warn rob- 
bers that he was armed and put- 
ting out his light made his way 
to the engine. He was emphatic 
in his statement that the engine 
was wrecked by a high explogive. 
During the testimony of Con- 
ductor Ross a tilt between Attor- 
ney Arnold and Examiner Patter- 
son arose. Examiner Patterson 
asked the conductor if he had an 
air gauge with him, on the night 
of the wreck. Attorney Arnold Ob- 
jected to this question.

New York, September 13.—Judge 
William .B. Sheppard, of Florida, 
sitting in federa] district court to- 
day, told the federal grand jury it 
had the power and authority to in- 
vestigate secret societies “which are 
reported to be interfering with the 

“Any organization,” he. said,

presentment or indictment by the 
grand jury.” 

Judge Sheppard remarked that, ac- 
cording to newspaper reports, 
“there is a certain organization now 
in existence, the members of which 
are undertaking to censor the con- 
duct of their fellow citizens. 

“When you get to that state of 
affairs, one may well ask what 
dfference there is between the 
United States and bolshevism in 
Russia,” he added.

Reform of Fiscal 
System Is Urged 
By J.A.Hollomon 


Rome, Ga., September 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Speaking with great force 
and earnestness for better support 
for the educational and humane in- 
stitutions of Georgia, which he de- 
clared could only result from a re- 
construction. of the state’s fiscal 
system, James A. Hollomon, of The 
Atlanta Constitution, addressed one 
of the-largest and most represent- 
ative bodies of citizens here today 
ever gathered in Rome at a noon- 
day luncheon. 

He was the guest of the Kiwanis 
club, and members of the Rotary 
and other civic organizations were 
present by special invitation. 

Praises Georgia. 

‘T yield to no man a greater love 
for Georgia than I have,” said the 
speaker, “and it is that love, keenly 
sensible as I am of Georgia’s sacred 
history, present-day opportunities 
and wonderful future possibilities 
that makes me plead for the young 
men and women and boys and girls 
of the state, upon whom the respon- 
sibilitles of the coming years must 
necessarily rest.” 

“Education,” he said, “must be 
bought and paid for. The more we 
spend the more we get. And it is the 
very fundamental of a free govern- 
ment to make the acquiring of an 
}education, and fitting vocational! 
training, as nearly free to the in- 
—— as economically practica- 

e, 

“Our constitution demands it, 
and it is only by this system, met 
by taxation, that the poor—and the 
great majority of all people are 
poor—can be lifted from ignorance, 
which of itself breeds vice; and 
from darkness, which of itself ig 
employed to tear down the ideals o 
clean, healthy citizenship.” 

Compares States. 

Mr. Hollomon referred to the tax 
Systems in vogue in the various 
States of the south, describing them 
briefly, and compared at the same 
time what the other states are do- 
ing for their state institutions, 
every one of which is supporting 
with at least a double and in somé 
instances treble and quadruple ap- 
propriations the support that is 
given the Georgia institutions. 

“What is the trouble” he asKed. 
“The tax commission is working 
upon that problem, and it is com- 
posed of able meh who will give 
the state earnest and intelligent 
service.” 

He declared The Constitution had 
no pet scheme to suggest or pro- 
mote. The purpoSe of his recent as- 
signment, he gaid, was to lay be- 
fore the Georgia public, for their 
own  appraisement, the systems 
in other states, ‘to educate tnem to 
the trials and tribuiations that our 
neighbors have either passed 
through or are nuw experiencing, 
and ‘this as a matter of education, 
beacon lights of either safety or 
danger to help us in finding the

“Nobody blames Governor Hard- 
wick,” he said, “for wanting to 
hold the appropriations within the 
income. That is sound  bDusitness. 
But there are some reasons which 
appeal to me that are at least par- 
tially responsible for@ our fiscal 
status. One of them is throwing the 
major burden of common school 
support upon the state treasury. 
We are not doing as much for our 
common schools aS We should. We 
have a good system and a good ad- 
ministration, as far as the money 
goes, but we stand almost at the 
pottom of the list, and yet one-half 
of the gross income into the state 
treasury goes into this activity. 
What we need is an equalizing fund 
of, say, a million dollars, and then 
a bonus or state aid fund of another 
million. The major support sfould 
be met by local school taxation, and 
the Elders-Carswell bill should be 
amended by withdrawing the i- 
mil] limitation and making com- 
pulsory a millage on a sliding 
scale based upon the taxable valu- 
ables of the respective counties, 

‘The law is @ great forward step, 
but is yet seriously lacking in teeth 
and backbone.” 

Pension Laws. 

Mr. Hollomon declared the with- 
drawal of the property restrictions 
from pension eligibility had opened 
the flood gates, and that Georgia 
was paying almost twice more in 
pensions than any other confederate 
state, 

“It takes one-fourth of the entire 
income to pay pensions. 1 am the 
son of a confederate veteran, and 
God knows I would increase ten- 
fold rather than withdraw one from 
the needy veterans and widows of 
the confederacy, but there are pen- 
sions paid to millionaires and to 
rich mén and women in every s8€c- 
tion of the’state, under the new law. 
I don’t blame the veterans who are 
rich from being on the rolls. They 
have no other method of keeping 
their service record clear for their 
children and children’s children; but 
it is not right to tax the poor to 
pay pensions to the rich, and the 
restrictions should be re-establish- 
ed so that every soldier and widow 
could-show his or her record—the 
proudest heritage they can leave to 
their posterity—but at the same 
time save the state and themselves 
the embarrassment of paying pen- 
sions to those who do not financial- 
ly need a dollar.” 

Mr. Hollomon declared strongly 
for a thorough budget system, and 
for a state auditing department. 

He declared it was unnecessary, 
in his judgment, to withdraw the 
constitutional limitation against a 
greater than a 5-miil rate. 

“If Georgia will bring her intangi- 
bles to the tax books, as Virginia 
has done, and impose a mild net in- 
come tax law with large exemp- 
tions, and then assess her property 
at a 100 per cent cash valuation, 
rigidly enforced, she can lead the 
south in institutional support, and 
do it with a nominal tax of not 
more than 25 cents on the hundred 
dollars, or 21-2 mills, on property. 

“This will distribute taxation, 
materially lessen the state burdens 
upon the people, and at the same 
time raise $15,000,000 a year in- 
come.” 

Mr. Hollomon was introduced by 
Hon. Lee Langley, of the Rome bar, 
and was applauded frequently.

Senator Harris attended the cere-

INSPECTOR TO TAKE 
CALIFORNIA POST 


William M. MacKellar, in- 
spector in charge of the United 
States Bureau of Animal! Industry, 
who for the past five years has su- 
pervised the work of tick eradica- 
tion in Georgia for the federal de- 
partment of agriculture, in co-oOp- 
eration with state and county offl- 
cials, has been transferred to Sac- 
ramento, Cal., according to an an- 
nouncement Tuesday by federal] of- 
ficials. Dr. MacKelilar will assume 
charge of the field work in Cali- 
fornia on October 1. He 
to leave Atlanta for his new 
the latter part of this week. 

Showing that remarkable prog- 
ress has been made in the elimina- 
tion of the cattle tick during the 
time he has worked in Georgia, Dr. 
MacKellar stated that in 1917, 71 
per cent of the state was held un- 
der state and federal quarantine be~ 
cause of the tick, ana that to date 
73 per cent of the state has been 
released from quarantine. 

“IT fee] sure that it is only a 
question of a short time until the 
tick, which is unquestionably the 
greatest barrier to a 
cattle industry in the south, will no 
longer be found in the state,” Dr.

That America’s credit is bad in 
Europe because European countries 
distrust the American government; 
that the distrust igs apparently the 
result of America’s failure to keep 
faith with the allies in the forma- 
tion of the league of nations, and 
that the league of nations will mis- 
erably fail to function without the 
membership and support of this 
country, is the sum and eubstance 
of Europe’s attitude toward the 
United States today as gathered by 
Dr. M. Ashby Jones, pastor of the 
Ponce de Leon Baptist church, on 
his recent tour of Europe. His im- 
pressions of the foreign attitude 
were given Tuesday ntght in a 
forceful address at a dinner of the 


Atlanta Associauvun of Credit Men. 

Dr. Jones declared that if Ameri- 
can business men had realized in 
lyis and 19i9 that American inter- 


ests, honor and future rested with 
the destiny of the rest of the world, 
and if they had dictated America’s 
foreiSn policy, then this country’s 
credit would be good now the world 
over. 

Distinction Noted. 

“I found that there is a distinc- 
tion in the attitude of Europeans to- 
ward the American people and to- 
ward the American government,” 
Dr. Jones said. “Everywhere I 
found the Kindliest feelings toward 
individual Americans. The hosp:- 
tality shown us on the British Isles 
has never been equalled even. here 
in the south. We found there a 
warm, sympathetic attitude toward 
Americans, 

“Talking with a respected repre- 
sentative of France, 1 asked him to 
tell me frankly the attitude of 
Europe toward America. He re- 
plied that ‘America did a magnifi- 
cent service in 1917 when it sent 
assistance at the critical moment, 
and that when President Wilson ar- 
rived in Europe with his peace 
plan he convinced them that his 
plan for a guarantee of peace was 
better than any they had, so they 
discarded a by tne 


plan devised 
French government and stood by the 
league of nations plan. But when 
the time came for the league to be- 
eome organized the American gov- 
ernment refused to be a party to 
the plan of its own representa- 
tive.’ 

“I told him that the president 
did not represent the majority, and 
the Frenchman looked at me in 
amazement. ‘Why did not Wilson 
represent the majority?’ He asked 
me. ‘He was elected to the presi- 
dency by the majority, wasn't he? 
He was re-elected, waé6en’t he? And 
under your constitution he was the 
only officia] of the United States 
government who had the authority 
to speak in peace negotiations. So 


how was Europe to know that he 


did not represent the wishes of your! 


people? The American people did 

not go back 

They simply 

constitution.’ ” 
As to Prohibition. 

Changing to other 6ubjects, Dr. 
Jones said that he was asked in 
England about prohibition in Amer- 
ica. “I told them we have it on 
the statute books,” he said. 

“The Britisher would just as soon 
chink of doing without his head as 
his ale,’ he continued, “and thus 
you 6ee it is hard for them to grasp 
the prohibition idea. They asked

me how the Americans stand for 
it, and I replied that they don’t. 

“I believe that within ten years 
England wil] have prohibition, but 


a prohibition entirely different from 
ours. Instead of merely having pro- 
hibition on the statute books, Eng- 
land will be a dry and sober em- 
pire. One thing we should learn 
from the British—a country should 
not put laws on its statute booke 
that it does not put tts manhood be- 
hind.” 

Tha credit men’s dinner was in 
honor of H. S. Collingsworth, for- 
mer president of the association, 
who was recently named a director 
of the National. Association of 
Credit Men. A tribute to Mr. Col- 
lingsworth was made by 
Choate in an eloquent address.

$2,000,000 HOTEL 
WILL REPLACE OLD 
HAMPTON TERRACE 


Augusta, Ga. September 13.— 
(Special.)—Actual work in rebuild- 
ing the Hampton Terrace hotel, 
Which was destroyed by fire sey- 
eral years ago, will begin by 
November 1, according to an an- 
nouncement made by W. D. Hewitt, 
of the firm of Hewitt and Ash, ar- 
chitects, of Philadelphia. Accord- 
‘ng to the plans, the hotel is to be 
one of the finest tourist resorts 
at othe country. 

As out.ined by the arcnaltects, ch? 
hotel will have 350 rooms, be fire- 
proof and is to cost in the neighbor- 
hood of $2,000,000. The proposition 
is to be financed by capital raised 
outside of Augusta. It is hoped 
that the structure will be completed 
well in advance of the 1922-23 tour- 
ist season. 

The proposition is considered an 
excellent one, in view of the fact 
that the facilities for caring for the 
iundreds of tourists who annually 
come here was greatly decreased in 
the burning of the Bon Air hotel 
during last spring. 

The old Hampton Terrace hotel, 
which was considered one of the 
finest tourist hotels in the south, 
was destroved by fire in 1917. At 
several times since efforts have been 
made to rebuild the structure, the 
grounds and golf links being an 
extra inducement for such an en- 
terprise. With the burning of the 
Bon Air hotel, the great need of 
such a structure was more keenly 


felt.

Meanwhile, estimates were current 
that export business for the day 
totalled 1,000,000 bushels, and 
there was gossip that for the first 
time since 1914 Japan was acquir- 
ing wheat on a large scale. Only 
a moderate reaction in prices was 
caused by late sales to _ realize 
profits.

Rural of- 
ferings of corn were said to have 
fallen off to a decided extent.

Mexico City, September 13.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Clay  T. 
Yerby, of Los Angeles, Cal., has 
been granted a concession to con- 
Struct a. oil pipe line from Puer- 
to, Mexico, on the Gulf coast, to 


Salina Cruz, on the shore of the 
Pacific. Announcement that this 
concession hasS been granted was 
made here last night by J. Y. Flynn, 
representative in Mexico City of Mr. 
Yerby. It was-said the pipe line 
would follow the Tehuantepee rail- 
road, and that the eoncession gave 
Mr. Yerby the right to use federal 
lands, terminals and port facilities. 

Mr. Flynn safd that more than 
One pipe line would be laid, but 
that work on the first, a ten-inch 
line, would begin at once and would 
be Completed within twenty-six 
months... The concession will run 
eighteen years after the work of 
laying the line is completed, 

It is estimated that the cost of 
the work will be 10,000,000 gold, 
and it is pointed out that by means 
of the pipe line the time of trans- 
porting oil from the east to the west 
coast of Mexico will be cut down 
by eleven days, and the distance 
covered will be 2,300 miles less than 
through the Panama canal.
